The particulars of a murder in the 


Cantua country 
last Sunday 
were 


brought to Fresno yesterday by William 
Lynch of that Lcality. 


The murdered man's name is Juan 


Parra, and hia slayers Raman Molino. 
They are both Mexicans and were work- 
ing on the ranch of a man named Ramon 
Tirado, on the Cantna, about eight miles 
from the plains. Tirado and his wife 
were at another ranch, but had left their 
9-year-oid boy with the hired men.

On Sunday evening Parra and Molino 
• were drinking heavily. To test their 
\ strength they had a wrestling match. 


The rough Bport aroused their temper 
and they were soon quarreling. Finally 
Molino Htrucfe Parra on tho head with 
hia revolver, knocking him down, and 
tben shot him. 


The boy was the only witness of tho 


teens, and ran Irom the house much 
frUhtoiibd. A man named John Wright 
who waa passing by, hoard the noise and 
rode toward the house. 
As lie pot there 


he saw tho boy, who was running to- 
wards him, followed by Molino, revolver 
in hand. The lad got behind Wright's 
horsfl. Molino told Wright to ride on, 
but Wriyht wonld not do it. 
The mur- 


derer then wont into the house, cot bis 
Winchester and went away down the 
road. 


Wright toot the lad witli him and next 


morning he, William Lynch and Frank 
Lynch repaired to tbo scene of tbo mur- 
der. After a brief search they fonnd 
Farra'a body in a creek near by, par- 
tially covered with Band. Officers were 
notified and are in pnranit of Molino.

HANUFACTUItEB STIMULATED. 


In its general provisions tbo McKinloy 


act went into effect October 0, 1300. Up 
to Juno 10, 1302, as reported, 208 new 
new manufacturing plants had beeu es- 
tablished at a stated cost of $20,037,200, 
and forty-four new plants at so estimat- 
ed cost of ¥2,407,755, ngRregating 302 
new plants at a cost of $28,444,355, and 
employing 22,027 bauds. Also nitty-one 
plants had been expanded at a stated 
coat of (8,451,800. and 
twenty-niaa 


plants had been expanded at an oati 
mated coat of $5,GO!l,825, aggregating 
niuety expanded plants at a cost forsuch 
expansion of $14,001,025, and employing 
OG30 additional hands. In this early dav 
of the operation of the McKinley act it 
appears, then, that $42,505,980 have 
been invested in new manufacturing 
plinte end ID tho expansion of old plants, 
which together furnish direct employ- 
ment for 29,307 additional bands. 


RETAIL I'JUCESf LOlVJilUiD. 


The report of the United States senate 


committee is highly significant of the 
effects of the McKinley act. 


Thin unanimous report of the commit- 


tee showe a decline in the retail price of 
214 selected articles of comfort and 
necessity. Tbo report shows, in every 
part of the country, that the operation of 
the act effects a constant tendency to 
lower the prices of the necessaries of 
life and its comforts, that while the cost 
of living has decreased here it bag, dur- 
ing the same period in England, in- 
creased. As to wages, it appeared that 
the wages, in the special industries se- 
lected, averaged in the United States 77 
per cent greater than in Great Britain, 
which is under a Democratic fiee trade 
revenue tariff. 


The report of tho senate committee 


further sets forth that the average prices 
of all agricultural products, except flax- 
seed, when put at the proper relative 
importance, were 18.07 pur cent higher 
in September .7801, than in June, 1889. 


Tbo report of tho senate committee 


(non- partisan, being composed of Repub- 
licans and Democrats) shows — for a 'arm 
of twenty-eight months, 1889, Septam 
ber 1, 18'Jl — a decline in merchandise ai 
wholesale of 33-100 of 1 per cent and at 
retail an average of 1.22 percent, a de- 
cline in cost of living for earae term ol 
44-100 of 1 per cent and n still fuither 
decline from Heptember, 1891,. to .May, 
1892, 
of 21 per cent, making tbo total 
, o 


decline in the cost of living in 1802, ae 
compared with that of June, July and 
Auguat,. 1885), of 3.4 percent. The re- 
port further ehowe, in the fllteen general 
industries, that tbe wages were 75-100 ol 
1 per cent higher iu' 1891 than they were 
in 1889. 


coMiiiSBioNKit I-ECK'H itEroiiT. 


The report of Labor Commissioner 


Feck, of the atato of New York, shows 
that during the first year of tho McKin- 
ley tariff law tbe amount of wages paid 
in that state exceeded the amount paid 
iu tho aggregate the preceding year, 
J(i,377,925, and exceed tho amount paid 
the employes per capita $23.11; that pro- 
duction increased $31,315,130; Lhat 285,- 
000 individual employes had their wages 
raised, and that the number of etriken 
denreaeed 1740. 


The act makes the American farmer 
taster of the situation—enables him, 


without hindrance, to supply every agri- 
cultural want ot our entire population. 
The $213.000,000 paid tho foreign farmer 
for his products, during the last fiscal 
year, will, during tho next year, and 
thence on, b~e paid tho American farmer 
for his productn, ndditlonal io tho sain 
which he now receives.

With 
these eliVtH or prei-pdentp, every voter 
should be thoroughly conversant before 
exercising the right of suffrage.

creased $91,750,703. The United States 
'statistics show that, during tho fiscal 
'year ending June 30, 1802, tho value of 
our exports of merchandise was $1,030,- 
335,021}, an increase of $145,854,810 in 
excess of our exports in 1891, and that 
we sold to foreign countries merchandise 
to tbo value of $203 000,000, in round 
numbers, moro than wo bought of thorn. 


THK HAI.ANCB OF TJiAnii. 


The balance of trade in our favor, for 


the fiscal year just passed, exceeds the 
OESreBQtc balance ol trade in our favor, 
for tho whole four yeam ol Cleveland's 
administration, $105,700,000 — that is, 
•145 per cent greater than that aggregate 
balance offtctod by the economic acheuioa 
of that mod**] Democratic President; or, 
in other words, it is five and one-half 
times (5.45 to be more exact) as much. 


This excess of $200,000,000 and up- 


ward, in our favor, had to he paid to us 
in gold coin, or its equivalent, and ifl so 
much added to the circulating medium 
among our people. The statistics show 
that, under the free trade revenue tariff, 
from 1847 to 1801, the balance of trade 
against us exceeded $431,000,000, and 
that Irom 1870 to 1801, under thu auspi- 
ces of protection, the balance of trade In 
our favor was $1,(M9,-145,24G. 


HOW CI.KVKI.AND Itt'IN'liU THK COUNTRY. 


During the entire term of Cleveland's 


administration the balance of tra.de in 
our favor was only $37,219,253, and dur- 
ing the last two years of that tonn, the 


tax amounting to (10,000,000 per annum. 


Thus, it abolishes all the special taxes 


and licenses imposed upon tbe,manu- 
facture ot tobacco, cigars and snuff, re- 
duces tho tax upoa manufactured to- 
bacco 00 ppr cent, and removes all re- 
strictions imposed by the old law upon 
the growers of tobacco. 


Tbe act fuither provides that foreign 


merchandise imported iuto tbeUtiUeJ 
States shall bo plainly stamped with tbe 
name of the country in which such 
articles were manufactured. 


The object of this provision ia to eradi- 


cate the custom of some foreign countries 
counterfeiting American manufactures of 
high reputation; of stamping the coun- 
terfeit products 
with 
the American 


brand, and of selling tbein in our mar- 
ket a, null thereby fraudulently displacing 
Pennine American manufactures. 


The act also prohibits the importation 


n to tbe United States of all foreign 
products manufactured by convict labor. 


HEM'lNCt KXPOHTKIlti. 


With the view of stimulating oxporta- 


iou to foreign countries, and enlarging 
our markets, tbo act grants a draw-back 
o the exporter of 99 per cent of the 
duties paid, instead of 90 per cent, pro- 
•idod by the old law, upon nny and all 
m ported material used in tbe manufac- 
ura of exports. That is, such imports 
are required to pay ultimately only 1 per 
ent of the duties levied upon them when 
pplied to other usce. 
This provision, excepting the 1 por 
ent retained by government for the ex- 
ense of handling the imports, gives 
American capital and American labor 
ree trade in all foreign materials im- 
jortetl Lore for manufacture, and for use 
n the foreign markets of the world. 
This act does not discriminate with 
aspect to tbe character ot the imports— 
whether woo), cotton, metals or other 
ubstance susceptible of manufacture, 
t simply enjoins that the manufactured 
product shall be for exportation from 
his country. 
Under thin law, for tbe specified uses, 


ree traders have within 1 per cent of 
ree raw material, for which they have 
een so londly clamoring, yet they are 
ot BatieQed. 


SUGAR. 


Now, 
with regard to sugar: Tho old 


.w imposed a duty of 3.!£ to 3 cents a 
ound on the granulated kinds of that 
tide, and an average of 2 cents a 
ound on tho lower grades. 
As the granulated kinds were made out 
( tbe lower grades, tbe refiner thereby 
was afforded a protection of !)*£ cents a 
ound on his refined product—that is, 
he difference between tbo duties of 3% 
mts a pound on the!-granulated and 2 
ents a pound on tbe lower grades. Iu 
onscquence of this, tbe American re- 
ner was ounbleJ to compete success- 
ully with the refined products imported 
irom foreign, countries. 


This dnty of 2 cents a pound operated 
cs a free trade or "revenue only" tar, 
since tbe Bugar production in this coun- 
try was only about ono*tenth part of our 
consumption. This 2 cent portion of the 
duty was added to the price of tbe sugar, 
and had to bo paid by the consumer. 


The duty on sugar in 1889 amounted, 


in ronnd numbers, to $54,000,000, a tax 
for the most part added to the prico of 
Bimar, and paid by the consumer. 


The McKinloy law, supplanting the 


old law, levies a dnty of only % cent a 
pound on sugar Imported into the United 
States from foreign countries. This duty 
Is judged sufficient to protect the Amer- 
ican refiner. The law gives a bounty of 
2 cents a pound on sugar of certain stand- 
ard produced from beets, sugar cane and 
lorghnm grown in the United States, or 
from maple sap produced in tbo United 
States. 


Facts show, instead of the estimated 


saving of $47,000.000 a year to tbe Amer- 
ican consumer of sugar, tbat, after pny- 
'ng the bounty, tbe real saving to tbo 
otmitnor, for fifteen niontbn ending J nly 
1, 1892, IIHH bean $87,000,000, orat a rate 
of $70,000,000 per anuuui.
